A W a r n i n g to I lo i i d l r o l r t r r a . 
Tho Richmond Whig is wrathful because tin? 
British bondholders do not think it i' honor­ 
able iii tho highest degree for Virginia to 
refuse to pay the money she has pledged h er­ 
self to pay. 
The Whig makes a reply mod­ 
elled after the retort of the Italian press to 
tho English papers which spoke slightingly of 
Italian credit: “You’re another; Edward III. 
borrowed 1,000,000 crowns of a Florentine 
banking-house and never paid them hack!" 
So the Whig tells the following curious bit of 
history: 
“In 1770, the prince of Wales, afterwards 
George IV., and his two brothers, the dukes 
of York and Clarence, put a loan of Cl,000,- 
000 upon the market, in order to pay their 
debts. 
They guaranteed 9 per cent, interest, 
and secured the principal by vesting all their 
revenues in the hands of trustees. 
The bonds 
could not bo sold in England, but £50,000 of 
them were disposed of abroad. 
During the 
confusion of tho French revolution, the throw 
royal scapegraces stopped paying Interest. 
Many of tho bonds wero owned by French­ 
men who lied to England for safety. 
They 
were naturally poor, and they made urgent 
demands for the promised interest. 
The 
princes temporized. 
At first they declined to 
pay on the ground that the holders were not 
the original owners. 
When it was shown 
that the Itonds were expressly made transfer­ 
able, and that, moreover, most of the claim­ 
ants were the original buyers, the princess, 
flatly denied the validity of the whole loan. 
M. Mootignac, one of the refugees, brought 
tho case before the court of chancery. 
The 
prince of Wales’ attorney delayed a settlement 
for a long time by resorting to all manner of 
legal quibbles. This excited attention abroad. 
A number of the bondholders living on the 
continent came over to England to aid iii the 
prosecution of M. Martignac’s suit. 
Tin* 
“ alien lnw," then in force,made it legal for the 
home department to seize and send out of the 
kingdom any suspected alien. 
This lateut 
low er was used. 
Without a moment's notice, 
tile whole batch of landholders were clapped 
on hoard a ship, which at once set sail for 
Holland. 
It cast anchor, however, at the 
Nore. 
It was pretended that dispatches from 
the slate department were expected. 
Then 
something Ovid happened. 
Late at uight ca|»- 
taln and crew rowed to the shore. 
Before 
they reached it, the ship careened and sank. 
Not a bloated bondholder escaped." 
The moral of this pleasing tale is, that the 
m ea who are ruled by the niece of udefaulting 
boml-svller had better not make a Iu m be­ 
cause oilier boml-sellers default. 
It will 
scarcely prove conclusive to tho |wople whom 
repudiation has beggared. 
There is another 
moral, however, which we commend to the 
notice of Mr. Butler and Senator Morton aud 
the other men who wish to repudiate, in whole 
or liar!. 
If such a job is to be done, it had 
best lie dono thoroughly. 
If bonds and lan d ­ 
holders are destroyed together, there will lie 
no claimants left to make trouble. Foreigners 
might be enticed on shipboard aud thou sent 
to the liottom of the sea, and our own citizens 
who were wicked enough to feud money to the 
country in its time of deadly need could be 
shot, otic by one, by special agents of the 
treasury departm ent.— Chicago Tribune.

This beetle has become so numerous, and 
its ravages so serious, that a general desire 
is expressed for rn ans to exterminate it. 
We 
propose, therefore, to give the remedies most 
efloctuul. 
lls home was originally in the 
mountains of Colorado, aud its food a wild 
)K>tato. 
So poo it as civilization had carried 
the cultivated potato to that section, it left its 
native food and attacked the cultivated vari­ 
ety with so great un appetite that it bids fair 
to leave none for the man who plants them .— 
Its progress has been eastward, at the rate of 
from so to IOO miles u year. 
Lait year many 
farmers escaped, though in tho city most 
if 
not all the gardens Buttered. 
This year the 
visitation is general, and unless something is 
lone th* crop is ruined. 
The habits of this beetle ought to be under­ 
stood. 
It has throe stages of growth—first, 
the egg; second, the larva, and third, the 
licelle. 
Tho larva remains iu the ground,dur­ 
ing tho winter, and changes into tho winged 
state upon the ow ning of spring, when it is 
ready lo lay its eggs upon the potato plants 
tis soon as they appear. 
The eggs hatch,and 
the larva feed upou the potato plant until they 
attain the proper size, when they descend in­ 
to the ground, and there change into the per­ 
fect beetle. 
This occupies alxmt four weeks. 
Three or four broods make their appearance 
during the year, and the last remain over 
winter in the ground. 
The remedies suggested havo been several. 
One ,-uggesu planting with hemp, another 
with buckwheat, another uses coal oil. 
With 
reference to the latter, it will kill them, but is 
difficult to apply- 
Faria green seems to be ef­ 
fectual if a good article is obtained. 
We 
mixed one part of Baris green with ten of 
ashes, aud sprinkled it over a few larva? aud 
full-grown bugs. 
The larva? were dead in less 
than two hours and the bugs in less than 
three, aud this witeu sprinkled on dry. 
If 
sprinkled on the plants when th* dew is on it, 
it is certain to kilt, as the bugs will either bi* 
covered or will eat tho vines together with 
the poison. 
It does not seoul to affect the 
vinos or |>olutoes injuriously. 
Another rem­ 
edy highly recommended is White Hellebore 
powder mixed witli ashes or lime, one part 
of the jxmiler to at least tell cf the ashes. It 
is said that the cost of this need not exceed 
three dollars per acre. 
In order to be eflec- 
tive the vines should be powdered about once 
iu four weeks, and if all would do this thor­ 
oughly for the next throe months this pest 
could lie exterminated. In regard to the man­ 
ner of application it must in? remembered that 
both Baris green and win to hellebore are 
deadly poisons and must lie handled with the 
greatest care. 
The best apparatus for apply­ 
ing it would be this .-—Take a lino wire sieve 
and attach it to a long handle; till the sieve 
with Ute mixture and walking to windward tu 
the morning shake it gently over each hill.— 
If profierly dono tho next will see the pota­ 
toes free from bugs.—Fbn/ier*’ Horne Jour­ 
nal.

A W a r n in g 10 B o n d U O ltlc™ - 
Tho Richmond Whig is wrathful because the 
British bondholders do not think it lA honor­ 
able in tho highest degree for Virginia to 
refuse to pay the money she has pledged her­ 
self to pay. The Whig makes a reply mod­ 
elled after the retort of the Italian press to 
the English papers which spoke slightingly of 
Italian credit: “You’re another; Edward III. 
borrowed 1,000,000 crowns of a Florentine 
banking-house and never paid them back!” 
So the Whig tells the following curious bit of 
history: 
“In 1770, the prince of Wales, afterwards 
George IV., and his two brothers, the dukes 
of York and Clarence, put a loan of £1,000,- 
000 upon the market, in order to pay their 
debts. They guaranteed 9 per cent, interest, 
and secured the principal by vesting all their 
revenues in the hands of trustees. Tho bonds 
could not be sold in England, but £50,000 of 
them were disposed of abroad. During the 
confusion of the French revolution, the threo 
royal scapegraces stopped paying interest. 
Many of the bonds wero owned by French­ 
men who lied to England for safety. They 
wero naturally poor, and they made urgent 
demands for the promised interest. 
The 
princes temporized. At tirst they declined to 
pay on the ground that the holders were not 
the original owners. When it was shown 
that the bonds were expressly made transfer­ 
able, and that, moreover, most or the claim­ 
ants were the original buyers, the princess, 
flatly denied the validity of the whole loan. 
M. Montignac, one of the refugees, brought 
the case before the court of chancery. The 
prince of Wales’ attorney delayed a settlement 
for a long time by resorting to all manner of 
legal quibbles, This excited attention abroad. 
A number of the bondholders living on the 
continent came over to England to aid in the 
prosecution of M. Martignac’s suit. 
The 
“alien law,” then in force,made it legal for the 
home department to seize and send out of tho 
kingdom any suspected alien. This lateut 
power was used. Without a moment’s notice, 
tho whole batch of bondholders were clapped 
on board a ship, which at once set sail for 
Holland. It cast anchor, however, at the 
Nore. It was pretended that dispatches from 
the slate department were expected. Then 
something odd happened. Late at night cap­ 
tain and crew rowed to the shore. Before 
they reached it, the ship careened and sank. 
Not a bloated bondholder escaped.” 
The moral of this pleasing tale is, that the 
men. who are ruled by the niece of adefaulting 
bond-sellcr had better not make a ius3 be­ 
cause other bond-sellers default. 
It will 
scarcely prove couclusive to the people whom 
repudiation lias beggared. There is another 
moral, however, which we commend to the 
notice of Mr. Butler and Senator Morton and 
the other men who wish to repudiate, in whole 
or part. If such a job is to be done, it had 
best be done thoroughly. If bonds and bond­ 
holders are destroyed together, there will be 
no claimants left to make trouble. Foreigners 
might be enticed on shipboard and then seut 
to the bottom of the sea, and our own citizens 
who were wicked enough to lend money to the 
country in its time of deadly need could be 
shot, one by one, by special agents of the 
treasury department.—Chicago Tribune. 


T Iic S'oiatoo H u g—its IIu.bitirn.nd lUodc 
oi L x le rm iu a tio n . 
This beetle has become so numerous, and 
its ravages so serious, that a general desire 
is expressed for means to exterminate it. We 
propose, therefore, to give the remedies most 
efl'ectual. Its home was originally in the 
mountains of Colorado, and its food a wild 
potato. So soou as civilization had carried 
tho cultivated potato to that section, it left its 
native food and attacked the cultivated vari- 
ty with so great an appetite that it bids fair 
to leave none for the man who plants them.— 
Its progress has been eastward, at the rate of 
from 80 to 100 miles a year. Last year many 
farmers escaped, though in the city most if 
not all the gardens suflered. This year the 
visitation is general, and unless something is 
done the crop is ruined. 
The habits or this beetle ought to be under­ 
stood. It has three stages of growth—lirst, 
the egg; second, the larva, and third, the 
beetle. The larva remains in the ground,dur- 
tho winter, and changes into the winged 
state upon the opening of spring, when it is 
ready to lay its eggs upon the potato plants 
as soon a* they appear. The eggs hatch,and 
the larva feed upou the potato plant until they 
attain the proper size, when they descend in­ 
to the ground, and there change into the per­ 
fect beetle. Thii occupies about four weeks. 
Three or four broods make their appearance 
during the year, and the last remain over 
winter in the ground. 
The remedies suggested have been several. 
One suggests planting with hemp, another 
with buckwheat, another uses coal oil. With 
eference to the latter, it will kill them, but is 
difficult to apply. Paris green seems to be ef­ 
fectual if a good article is obtained. We 
mixed one part of Paris green with ten of 
ashes, and sprinkled it over a few larvae and 
full-grown bugs. The larvae were dead in les3 
than two hours and the bugs in less than 
three, and this when sprinkled on dry. If 
spriukled on the planta when the dew is on it, 
it is certain to kill, as the bugs will either be 
covered or will cat tho vines together with 
the poison. It does not seem to affect the 
vines or potatoes injuriously. Another rem­ 
edy highly recommended is White Hellobore 
powder mixed with ashes or lime, one part 
of the powder to at least ten of the ashes. It 
is said that the cost of this need not exceed 
three dollars per acre. In order to be cflec- 
tive the vines should be powdered about once 
iu four weeks, and if all would do this thor­ 
oughly for the next three months this pest 
could be exterminated. In regard to the man­ 
ner of application it most be remembered that 
botti Paris green and white hellebore are 
deadly poisons and must be handled with the 
reatost care. The best apparatus for apply­ 
ing it would be this :—Take a line wire sieve 
and attach it to a long handle; till the sieve 
with the mixture and walking to windward iu 
the morning shako it gently over each hill. 
If properly done the next will sec the pota­ 
toes free from bugs.—Farmers’ Home Jour 
nal.

peaches so they can’t get big-fifth, that the 
crop will be so small that it will not lie worth 
taking to market—sixth, that peach grower* 
are discouraged beyond all precedent, and in­ 
tend to get out of the busine** a* soou as they 
have a hundred thousand dollar* each, aud 
finally and most importantly, that peaches 
this season must necessarily be very high.

one quart shall be subject loan additional duty 
of one cent and a halt for each additional quart 
or fractional part thereof; striking out ot Hie 
free list peas exclusively for seed purposes;

property of value but bunun life to be endan­ 
gered, or tries to wreck a railroad train, he 
manifests a species of villainy that we find it 
hard to believe has anything human about it. 
On Friday night two attempts were made to 
wreck fast passenger trains on the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, which if 
successful would have eaused a hideous wrreck 
of humanity at the little bridge near Green­ 
wich. 
Still both trains escaped the peril by 
one of those unaccountable freaks of fortune 
that sometimes upset the law of probabilities. 
We think too well of humanity to suppose that 
the expectant murderers were other than glad 
when they read in the morniug papers that 
tho trains had escaped the traps they had set 
for them. 
There is a kind of fiend that would 
fiddle when a city is burning, but it is to bo 
hoped that when a bo’ter nature came back 
to these men they were profoundly thankful 
that a watchful providence had prevented 
them from beiug as bad as they meant to be. 


E’c a c li (¡ro w e rs’ C o n ven tio n . 
Tite peach growers of Delaware and vicini­ 
ty have just held their auuual “ won’t be balf 
a crop” convention, at which they passed 
their usual chronic old resolutions, namely: 
first, Resolved, That most of the peach trees 
were killed by the severe winter—second, 
that a destructive insect has made its appear­ 
ance and destroyed nearly all the fruit—third, 
that the cold weather has caused the small 
amount of fruit there was to fall off—fourth, 
that the hot weather has dried up the youug 
peaches so they can’t get big—fifth, that the 
crop will be so small that it will not be worth 
taking to market—sixth, that peach growers 
are discouraged beyond all precedent, and iu- 
tend to get out of the business as soon as they 
have a hundred thousand dollars each, and 
finally and most importantly, that peaches 
this season must necessarily be very high. 
We always conclude when the peach grow­ 
ers pass very solemn and dolorous resolutions 
at tlioir annual meeting] that the next crop 
of peaches will be unusually large and flue, 
as it will doubtless be this season. 
Both the 
grape and peach crop, as well as strawberries, 
are very promising. 
Those who are fond of 
those fruits can have a good crop this year, 
if over. 


P a r t o u o n F u p o r t . 
James Parton’s article in the July number 
of Harper’s Monthly 011 tlie element of falsity 
aud falsehood ¡11 tho daily press, is in every 
way worthy of his caustic and elegant pen. 
The e33ay is noticoable for the clearness and 
readableness of its style, as well as for the co- 
geucy of its rousoniug upon alleged facts. 
Mr. Parton pays an appreciative tribute to the 
pluck and perseverance which characterized 
the men who founded and matured the daily 
press in the United Slates, aud exhibits an in­ 
telligent apprehension of the enormous diffi­ 
culties attending the operation. 
He sees, too, 
that the press is not altogether an engine of 
Satan, but is justly unsparing in his condem­ 
nation of its frequent abuse of power. 
The 
reckless and conscienceless Bohemians who 
stick at nothing to get up a sensation receive 
ti well-merited basting at his hands. 
In this 
the author has our sympathy and good wishes. 


We have long held the opinion that certain 
journals live unfortunately mostly by means 
of a kind of “ enterprise ” that is as disgrace­ 
ful to them as it is damaging by reflection 
upon the fair fame of newspapers in general. 
Trustworthiness in the matter of news is sure­ 
ly a better quality in the conduct of a paper 
than the reputation of publishing news two 
days before it exists—supposing that it ever 
exists at all. 
We are glad, furthermore, to 
have Mr. Partou call public attention to the 
fact that to get out a good newspaper costs 
money—much more money than a majority of 
its subscribers have any idea of. 
Everybody 
who has a hope of being called civilized, and, 
especially, who does business with his fellow- 
men, feels his daily paper (a local daily at 
that, if possible,) to be among the indispen­ 
sables. 
A few seem to be aware that tho ar­ 
ticle cannot be furnished for a song and are 
willing to pay any price for it that ia asked. 
That the price will not be exorbitant isa fact 
secured to them by surrounding competition 
and 
by 
tho 
desire 
every 
publisher 
has 
of increasing his subscription 
list. 
Others 
are 
disposed 
to 
grumble 
at 
any 
advance 
in 
the 
price 
without 
properly considering the causes which some­ 
times make such a conrse imperative. 
No 
ordinary paper, and indeed no paper at all, 
will raise its price unless it must do so to 
meet an emergency; its interests all lie in the 
other" direction. 
Perhaps in no other depart­ 
ment of human activity is so vast an amount 
of poorly paid or altogether unpaid work 
done, as in this. 
And this statement includes 
editors-in-chief as well as reporters and all 
other subordinates. 
Many a 
hard day’s 
struggle is gone through with victoriously by 
these men when not a single additional dollar 
falls into their pockets as a result of it; pro­ 
fessional pride and the impelling drive of the 
situation are their only motives and success 
their only reward. 
We agree also with Mr. 
Panon in condemning miscellaneous 
on­ 
slaughts upon private character as they are 
frequently,and in some cases habitually, made 
by some papers. 
We regard this as not only 
uncalled-ior but inexcusably base and wicked. 
At the same time we do not agree with him in 
believing so large a portion of the criticisms 
of the press upon public men to befoundation- 
less and malicious, a3 lie seems to think them 
to be. 'Very unlucky mistakes often occur, 
b$. we do not believe one paper in ten takes 
a personal pleasure in slandering any man. 
Where they seem to do it, it often results from 
a diseased demand on the part of the public 
for wbat they was pleased to call “fearless­ 
ness” in the condnct of their favorite journal. 
But when Mr. Parton quotes with approving 
credulity the “ veteran Perley’s ” statoment 
that the Washington lobby is a “myth,” he 
really taxes our confidence too far. 
If there’s 
no lobby in the capital, then the corruption 
which has disgraced our legislation is all the 
worse for a lack of temptation to indulge in 
it. 
On the whole, we are glad Mr. Parton 
lias treated this subject aud so well discussed 
tho influence and responsibility of the daily 
press.

wines, liquors, cordials and distilled spirits in 
bottles; fixing the duty c'n macaroui, vermi­ 
celli and on all similar preparations at two 
cents per pound; fixing tbs’ duty on tin 111 
plates or sheets and on Tern e & Tagger’s tin 
one and one-tenth cents per pojmd, providing 
that cases or packages made of tin or other 
material containing fish of any kind, not ex­ 
ceeding one quart in contents, admitted free 
of duty under any existing law or treaty, shall 
bo subject to a duty of one cent and a half on 
each ease or package, and when exceeding 
one quart shall besubject loan additional duty 
of one cent and a half for each additional quart 
or fractional part thereof; striking out oi the 
free list peas exclusively for seed purposes;

Garfield, Hale of Maine and 
Niblack of Indiana were appointed a commit 
tee of conference. 
Mr. DAWES moved to suspend the Rules 
and non-concur in all tho amendments of the 
Senate to the bill to amend the tariff and rev­ 
enue laws, and to refer them to a committee of 
conference. 
Ho avowed himself in favor of 
the Senate amendments, but at tlie suggestion 
of the members around him lie moved to non­ 
concur.

EVENING SESSION. 
The House evening session opened with a 
very full attendance of members and with 
great crowds in the galleries. 
The House 
went into business on the Speaker’s table and 
variously disposed of large number of bills of 
no general interest. 
On motion of Kasson tlie 
concurrent resolution was adopted extending; 
the session until 4 p . m. Tuesday. The House 
then took another recess until il:30 p. 11. 
At ten minutes to 12 o’clock Dawes made a 
conference report on the bill to amend the 
tariff aud revenue laws, and proceeded to ex­ 
plain it. 
While lie was speaking Eldridgo 
suggested that he 8liould shorten his speech 
aud not have so much circumlocution about it, 
on which the Speaker remarked that the gen­ 
tleman from Wisconsin was grossly out of or­ 
der and was entirely unjustifiable 111 rudely 
assailing a member on the floor. 
Mr. ELDRIDGE denied that lie had done 
so and the Speaker told him that he was en­ 
tirely beyond the limits of parliamentary pro­ 
priety. 
To this Mr. Eldridgo retorted iu an 
angry tone that it did uot become the Speaker 
to say so. 
Mr. DAWES proceeded with his remarks in 
reference to Starkweather’s proposition to 
tax bonds, stocks and gold. 
He said it was 
regarded iu the Senate as a hazardous exper­ 
iment, and it was thought best to postpone 
it until the next session. 
He said, however, 
it was the intention of the Finance Committee 
of the Senate and Committee of Ways and 
Means to prepare themselves to present very 
early in the next session a more mature and 
comprehensive one on this subject. He stated 
that in 
regard 
to 
silk 
goods, 
bank 
checks and wino the bill would add $250,000 
to the revenue. 
He announced tor the satis­ 
faction of the western interest that jute butts 
were iu the bill at $6 a ton. 
He had dono

UhiclirM ter B ro*.' ('h a ir F actory near 
P h o e n ic ia . 
Tho chair factory of the Chichester Bro?, 
near Phoenicia, is without a doubt the largest 
manufacturing establishment iii Ulster couu 
ty. 
Eleven years ago their factory at Bough 
keepsie was burned down, and finding excel 
lent water facilities on the Esopus Creek at 
this |ioint they erected their buildings there. 
It is located on the road between Phoenicia 
and Hunter, In one of the finest valleys of this 
county, being one and a quarter miles from 
the railroad station at the former place. 
The 
main building is 150 feet long unci 50 feet 
wide, is two stories high with an attic, aud 
has a wiug 90 feet long and 40 feet wide. The 
finishing shop Is 200 feet long and 30 feet 
wide, Is two stories high and has nu attic and 
basement. 
The ceilings are high and the 
rooms are well lighted and ventilated with 
numerous windows. 
The factory finds em­ 
ployment for 200 hands, and about CO houses 
havo been erected by the firm for their occu­ 
pancy. 
The motive power Is furnished by two Leflel 
turbine water wheels, one of 60-horso power 
and Hie other 40-horio power, and one 60- 
horse power steaiu engine. 
The factory uses 
up about 2,000,000 feet of luniiwr yearly, 
which is taken from the forests between Hun­ 
ter and Phoenicia. 
The logs are drawn to 
the mill in their rough shape and are turned 
out finished work, principally chairs aud cra­ 
dles. 
During and since the panic tills factory 
has been run full force, turning out about 500 
chairs and 300 cradles daily, which aro ship­ 
ped to foreign ports, principally South Amer­ 
ican and the W elt Indian. 
The machinery is 
all of the latost improved aud wastes but little 
wood. 
Tire chairs and cradles orc made 
strong and aro decorated in such gaudy 
styles as will make the dusky natives of tho 
south yell with delight when they gaze on 
their beauties. 
The principal color used is a 
bright carmine, figured with gold. 
After the 
chairs are finished they are knocked apart, 
packed in large boxes and shipped to the for­ 
eign ports, where they are again put together 
and find a ready market. 
This firm has recently manufactured con­ 
siderable work for the home trade, aud Chi­ 
chester’s cradles are kuown allover the United 
States. 
Their new siat-liottoined camp chair 
finds a ready market. 
It is a neat, light and 
handy affair, and is used to a great extent in 
lecture rooms and theatres. 
Tho fine settees 
in tim new Bresbyterian Church on A bee I 
street, in this city, were manufactured by ibis 
Arm. and are fair samples of the excellent 
work done at their factory. 
A large stock of 
this class of goods lias boon manufactured for 
the homo trade and find? a fair market, even 
in these dull times. 
Besides the men employed a i this factory, 
tho Chicest cr Bro-, fin 11 .nploymetit for about 
150 mort) at Bough keepsie, putting canc seats 
in their chairs. 
Wherever this firm arc known 
they are highly respected for their square 
dealing, they being gentlemen in every sensu 
of tim word, and they are also highly respected 
by their employees, many of whom have de­ 
pended on the Chichester Bros, many years 
for ?up]K>rt. 
Few people in Ulster county are aware of 
Hie huge business done by the finn, aud the 
monay it bring? in this county. 
They employ 
indirectly over 230 hands, who live in ibis 
county, and almost everything they u?e is 
purchased here.

OUR HOM E IN D U STR IA L ESTAB­ 
LISH M ENTS. 


C h ich ester B roa,’ C hair F actory near 
P h o e n ic ia . 
Tho chair factory of the Chichester Bros., 
near Phoenicia, is without a doubt tiie largest 
manufacturing establishment in Ulster coun­ 
ty. 
Eleven years ago their factory at Pough­ 
keepsie was burned down, and finding excel­ 
lent water facilities on the Esopus Creek at 
this point they erected their buildings there. 
It is located on the road between Phoenicia 
and Hunter, in one of the finest valleys of this 
county, being one and a quarter miles from 
the railroad station at the former place. 
The 
main building is 150 feet long and 50 feet 
wide, is two stories high with an attic, aud 
lias a wiug 90 feet long and 40 feet wide. The 
finishing shop is 200 feet long and 30 leet 
wide, is two stories high and has an attic and 
basement. 
The ceilings are high and the 
room3 are well lighted and ventilated with 
numerous windows. 
The factory finds em­ 
ployment for 200 hands, and about CO houses 
have been erected by the firm for their occu­ 
pancy. 
The motivo power i3 furnished by two Letlel 
turbine water wheels, one of 60-liorso power 
and tho other 40-horso power, and one 60- 
horse power «team engine. 
The factory uses 
up about 2,000,000 feet of lumber yearly, 
which is taken from the forests between Hun­ 
ter and Phoenicia. 
The logs are drawn to 
the mill in their rough shape and are turned 
out finished work, principally chairs aud cra­ 
dles. 
During and since the panic this factory 
lias been run full force, turning out about 500 
chairs and 300 cradles daily, which are ship­ 
ped to foreign port3, principally South Amer­ 
ican and the West Indian. 
The machinery is 
all of the latost improved and wastes but little 
wood. 
The chairs and cradles are made 
strong and are decorated in such gaudy 
styles as will make the dusky natives of tho 
south yell with delight when they gaze on 
their beauties. 
The principal color used is a 
bright carmine, figured with gold. 
After the 
chairs are finished they aro knocked apart, 
packed in large boxes and shipped to the for­ 
eign ports, where they are again put together 
and find a ready market. 
This firm lias recently manufactured con­ 
siderable work for the homo trade, and Chi­ 
chester's cradles are kuown all over the United 
States. 
Their new slat-bottomed camp chair 
finds a ready market. 
It ¡3 a neat, light and 
handy affair, and is used to a great extent in 
lecture rooms and theatres. 
The fine settcc3 
in the new Presbyterian Church on Abeel 
street, in this city, wore manufactured by this 
firm, and are fair samples of the excellent 
work done at their factory. 
A large slock of 
this class of goods lias been manufactured for 
the homo trade and finds a fair market, even 
in these dull times. 
Besides the men employed at this factory, 
the Chicester Bros, find employment for about 
150 moro at Poughkeepsie, putting canc seats 
in their chairs. 
Wherever this firm arc known 
they are highly respected for their square 
dealing, they being gentlemen in every senso 
of the word, and they are also highly respected 
by their employees, many of whom have de­ 
pended on the Chichester Bros, many years 
for support. 
Few people in Ulster county are aware of 
the huge business done by the firm, and the 
money it brings in this county. 
They employ 
indirectly over 250 hands, who live in this 
county, and almost everything they use is 
purchased here.

Wo came very near having an item oitt of 
it early on Monday afternoon if an old chap 
named Vandemark hadn’t separated them. 
They—well, one was a youthful carman with 
straw-colored hair, and the other was a vet­ 
eran who performs a very necessary but not 
at all agreeable duty, didn’t waut to fight 
bad, but they would have hooked only for Van­ 
demark.

Union street, and drove rapidly through it 
and down Hasbrouck avenue to the ferry-boat, 
where another crowd liad gathered to bid a 
last if not fond adieu to the departing prison­ 
er, driving aboard the boat, which promptly 
on time started for Rhineclifi,and Lawless, who 
said he “ wouldn’t go to Sing Sing,” is now 
safely within its solid walls. 
The prisoner appeared to be laboring to 
suppress mental excitement and was very 
pale. 
lie glanced nervously about him while 
the car stood at the terminus near the ferry, 
and seemed annoyed at being tho object of so 
much curiosity as lie was. 
He also acted as 
If desirous of hiding his irons, which he was 
unable to do. 
Life must have looked very 
dark to him as he sat there with twenty-live 
years of prison discipline to sufler if his days 
are lengthened out so long. 
Verily “ the way 
of the transgressor is hard.”

(formerly called Division street) to Hasbrouck 
avenue, aro hereby required to be flagged and the 
curbs and gutters thereof to be rolald and reset in 
the m anner and with and of the m aterials and 
w ithin tho tim e hereinafter specified. 
} 2. The said curbs and gutters shall tie relaid 
and reset bo th at the sidewalks on each side of the 
street shall lie ten feet wide from the street edge 
of the gutter. 
I 3. The top of the curbing as reset shall con­ 
form to the grade of said Meadow street estab­ 
lished by tho ordinance relating to said street and 
the sidewalks thereof, passed by the T rastees of 
tho Village of Rondout, on the s ls t day of April, 
i860, which grade is as follows, to -w it: Commenc­
